Monthly Meeting Minutes 
June 14th, 2017 


Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:00pm with 29 people present including 4 guests. 
After introductions, he asked if there were any proposals for membership. Hearing none, Don 
asked if everyone read last month’s meeting minutes and asked for a motion to accept. Luan 
(KAOYWAY) made a motion to accept, and it was seconded by ED (K9WAY). The motion 
carried. 

Treasurer’s Report: 

Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s Report for March 2017. Last month’s Ending Balance 
was $1,559.00, this month’s Ending Balance is $1,361.00, and the CD Balance is $1,324.63, 
making the Club’s Total Assets $2,687.36. A motion to accept the Treasurer’s Report was made 
by J.D. (WOAJD) and seconded by Cliff (KOCA). The motion carried. 

Repeaters: 

The 88 machine is still down, Don talked to Tommy with A&W Communications, He explained 
to Don that they could interface the Kenwood radio that Cliff (KOCA) donated to the club, but it 
would be an unconventional arrangement. He also offered a GE repeater unit to the Club for 
$200.00. Discussion followed concerning the pros and cons of getting a used radio, upgrading 
to a Fusion or a Kenwood like the 625 repeater uses. Vern made a motion to buy the GE 
repeater from A&W Communications, and it was seconded by Cliff (KOCA). After further 
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discussion the motion carried by a 15 to 6 count of hands. Discussion followed concerning 
insurance coverage and plans to possibly replace the repeater with a new unit if they go on sale, 
and options about possibly selling the old repeater equipment after we upgrade. 

Unfinished Business: 

Don (KDOHHN) asked Mike (NA9Q) for an update of the upcoming joint Field Day on June 
24" and 25" with the Quincy Club. The event will be held at the Red Cross Building at 3000 
North 23" Street in Quincy. We will start at 8:00am with set-up and start operations at the 
designated start time of 1:00pm. All activities after set-up will be indoors with 3 stations; the 
GOTA station, sideband and CW. Mike passed around sign-up sheets for operators to state their 
preference of when they want to get on the air and whether they want to operate on sideband or 
CW. He also passed around sheets to sign up to bring covered dishes to the Saturday evening 
meal. Hamburgers and hot dogs will be provided as well as pork loin donated by Larry 
(WB2UFO) and Ann (KB9BAL). Larry also will coach the GOTA station using 2 radios; an 
Icom 735 and an Icom 7300 SDR. Don also thanked Luan (KA9WAY) for making up a nice 
flyer that will be circulated to Scout troops for Field Day as part of their merit badge work. 
Mike also mentioned that drinks and table service will be provided for the Saturday night meal. 
Cliff (KOCA) pointed out there were only two CW operators signed up which is not enough for 
the 24 hour duration. If any CW operators are willing to help, please sign up. 

New Business: 

The Club now has two 45 foot poles that were donated. Shane (KDOUUW) said they would be 
set at the facility by the Board of Public Works, but we need to find out the most suitable 
locations, what kind of attachments as far as ropes and pulleys etc. and what antennas we want. 
Kyle (NOOR) was appointed to head a committee to plan the installation of the poles. Don 
(KDOHHN), Larry (WB2UFO). Verne (WSUYF), Ryan (WORLR) and Shane (KDOUUW) will 
also be on the committee. 

J.D. (WOAJD) said that Ed Shannon (WA6JMR) of Hesperia, CA passed away and wanted the 
Club to have his radio equipment. Ed’s daughter Carrie Foster contacted J.D. and made a 
special effort to deliver the radios, and J.D. had them in his car. He listed what he had, and 
suggested we sell the equipment to Club members, or possibly take it to the Quincy Hamfest. 
On August 21*', central Missouri will experience a total solar eclipse. Don reported that SEMA 
is making preparations for a large influx of people observing the eclipse, and any possibility of 
a EMP (Electro-magnetic Pulse) which could possibly damage electronics and create a 
catastrophic event. Don was wanting to make sure we had operators on standby. 

Mike (NA9Q) reminded everyone that the Quincy Hamfest will be August 12", but it has 
moved to a new location. It will be held at the Paloma Field House in Paloma Illinois about 10 
miles east of Quincy.
